Tbe Alleged BM>dler Walks 
Into 
. Court wu Clilc»c<a, and Give« 
Blmaelf Up* 


CHICAGO, May 31.—Ex-Warden Mo- 
Gkirigle, the alleged boodler, for a long 
time a fugitive from justice in Canada, 
walked into Judge Shepard's oourt to- 
day and gave himself up. 


McGbmigle was accompanied by Fran- 
cis Adams, his attorney, and State's At- 
torney Longnecker. To a reporter the 
fugitive said: "I came back because I 
was sick of Canada and wa]||ed to live 
in Chicago." 


McGariglewas allowed to plead guilty 
to a charge of conspiracy and a fine of 
$1,000 was at once imposed and when 
it is paid he will be free. 


When McGarigle fled to Canada near- 
ly two years ago, he was under sentence 
of two years in the penitentiary, but a 
petition for a new trial was pending in 
the courts. After his departure the pe- 
titions for a new trial in his ca^ and 
that of Ed McDonald were denied. Mc- 
Donald's case went b^ore the supreme 
court and the decision of the lower court 
was reversed 
The aiition before Judge 
Shepard this morning was simply the 
granting of a new and immediate trial 
to McGarigle, and the imposing of a 
fine on his plea of guilty.
